BOBBY BODRIGUEZ & CO. 


Bobby Rodriguez y La Com¬ 
pañía (. . . and The Company) 
have, in little more than a year, 
risen to the forefront of New 
York’s highly competitive Salsa 
scene to become one of the most 
popular bands in the city. Much 
of the credit is due young band¬ 
leader — reedman-arranger-com- 
poser-vocalist Bobby Rodriguez, 
whose warmth and sincerity con¬ 
nected instantly with audiences 
wherever the band played in its 
early days. Add to this the in¬ 
fectious swing of Bobby’s charts 
^ and crisp playing of The Com¬ 
pany, one of Salsa’s true ensem¬ 
bles, and you have the ingredients 
of success. 

Bobby himself was bom in 
Manhattan. His first instrument 
was clarinet; after organizing 
various bands in junior and high 
school, Bobby began gigging pro¬ 
fessionally with older brother 
Ray Rodriguez and his group, 
“Duro,” while in his late teens. 
After doing a stint in the Army, 
Bobby returned to do odd dates

around town, including work on 
Joe Bataan’s Salsoul album, on 
which Bobby played bass, flute, 
sax, bongoes, cowbell and sang on 
coro. In 1974, he took the big step 
and formed La Compañía, build¬ 
ing up an enthusiastic following 
on the dance circuit, particularly 
at the clubs “Chico East”, “Cor¬ 
so”, and “Barney Google’s” that 
word got back to Fania Promotion 
Director Alex Masucci of this 
highly talented young band. The 
guys were signed to the Vaya 
label in April of 1975; Ray Bar- 
retto, with whom the band had 
been sharing the bill at “Barney 
Google’s”, was to be producer of 
their first LP. 

Released in the late summer of 
1975, Lead Me To That Beautiful 
Band is probably the most suc¬ 
cessful debut album for a young 
group since Willie Colon’s first 
recorded, appearance in 1967. The 
first single release, “La Moral,” 
became an immediate hit; its B 
side, “Pa’ Borinquen Voy”, was a 
smash in Puerto Rico. But more 
was yet to come as R&B stations, 
particularly WBLS in New York, 
picked up on “El Numero o ’. 
Written by Ruben Blades, “Nu¬ 
mero 6” is a slice-of-the-street 
tune about a bunch of guys wait¬ 
ing at the 125th Street 1RT Sta¬ 
tion for the No. 6 Pelham Bay 
Line (which never comes) on 
their way to a party. Featuring a 
bright arrangement, cross-raps 
among the band midway through 
the tune, and train effects via 
flute horns, “Numero 6” was un¬ 
doubtedly one of 1975’s top Latin 
tunes. 

Its success prompted a closer 13 















look at the group, resulting in 
escalating record sales, concert 
dates, appearances outside of New 
York, and two more hits off the 
album: “Recuerdos De Arcano”, 
a mellow charanga-based tune 
which got a lot of Jazz play, and 
the ballad “Don’t Misunderstand 
Me”, a particular favorite on the 
Coast. In all, five hits from the 
first album of this remarkable 
group. 

The other members of La Com- 
pania include Junior Cordova and 
Jose Acosta, vosals; Eddie Her¬ 
nandez, trombone; Joe Wohletz, 
trumpet; A1 Dorsey, keyboards; 


Tony Negron, bass; Jose De Leon, 
congas; Charlie Salinas, timbales 
and bongos; and George Mar¬ 
tinez, equipment manager. Bobby 
plays flute, clarinet, sax, and 
joins in on chorus. One highlight 
of this band is their versatility: it 
is not uncommon, in the course of 
an extended set, to see them be¬ 
gin trading each other’s instru¬ 
ments! Crowning this big year 
was their capture of Latin NY 
magazine’s “Best New Band” 
Award at this year’s music 
awards ceremonies, and opening 
for the Fania All-Stars at Madi¬ 
son Square Garden in March. □

Calloway joined the Earth¬ 
quakes in the club’s initial NASL 
season in 1974 and played in 19 
games as San Jose placed second 
in the old Western Division and 
qualified for the playoffs. The fol¬ 
lowing season, Calloway was an 
All-NASL choice at his fullback 
position. In 1976, the 5-10, 170 
lb. Englander was a mainstay on 
the Earthquakes “No Goal Pa¬ 
trol,” San Jose’s defensive unit 
which helped boost the club to the 
Southern Division title. Calloway, 
33, picked up where he left off 
in 1977, earning the club’s Most 
Valuable Player aw r ard and is re¬ 
turning to the Quakes after a 
1978 coaching stint in the Ameri¬ 
can Soccer League. 

“It is indeed an honor to be 
selected as captain of this team," 
commented Calloway from the 
Quakes West Valley College 
training site. “I have played with 
this club for four seasons and 
have always had a great feeling 
for the players here . 1 have al¬ 
ways tried to demonstrate my 
ability as a leader. I don’t think 
enough emphasis is placed on the 
role of team captain. I feel it is 
an important position on the club 
and I will do my best to carry 
it out.”
